CONSERVATION FARMING 
GETS OFF TO GOOD START 


By G. L, Edwards, 
Soil Conservationist 

Twenty-two farmers haye  ap- 
plied for 4,000 pounds of lespe- 
deza sericea seed through the P. 
M. A, this season, and a majority 
of these farmers are planting theiy 
sericea in accordance with the 
plans made in cooperation with 
the Wiregrass Soil Conservation 
District. 

The planting season got off to 
a good start last week when J, J. 
Murdock, of Enterprise communi- 
ty, planted 20 acres in his pecan 
orchard, This sericea will be used 
for erosion control, soil improve- 
ment and temporary grazing for 
Mr. Murdock’s livestocn, 

Other cooperators who have 
planted or are planning to plant 
sericea within the next two weeks 
are: J. B. Martin, D. H. James, 
Howard W., Brooks, A, I. Cain, W. 
G. Watkins, John B, Johnson, F, 
M. Farris, O. P. Smith, S. O. Par-
